HONG KONG JUNTA'S TIRADE, 


HONG KONG, Fubruaiy 25.—The 


Filipino junta iu Houg Kong pub- 
lishes 
a 
venomous anti-American 


tirade, in part to the following effect: 


"Chaos and puudemouium reign at 


Manila; trade is paralyzed and pro- 
visions are nt fuiniuo prices. Ameri- 
can officers are 
afraid to exercise 


authority over the recalcitrant sol- 
diurs. While fighting is in progress, 
both the military aud tho police defy 
their officers and proceed to the fron' 
to see what they style the'fun.' In 
order to hush the scandal of wautou 
night bombariment of the house of a 
foreign consul (name not given), the 
American authorities promptly paid 


fur damages, hoping to avoid pub- 
licity. Tho escape of the consul's 
family was miraculous." 


The manifesto alleges that General 


Otis is "incapable of billing his posi- 
tiou, " and then proceeds in a rabid 
denunciation of tho American soldiers, 
ileclariug that "their conduct is bring- 
ing disgrace upon tho white race." 
The junta says the premises of a Hong 
Kong merchant at IIoilo have beeu 


looted by the Americans uud that the 
merchant has lodged heavy claims for 
his losses. The tirade concludes with 
the statement: "Reports of hoisting 


of tho American flag by the natives of 
Negros are, practical buncombe.''

Koessick stepped outside the court 
house and found Moore at once. He 
was questioned and lied like a trooper, 
claiming that the pocket hook be- 
longed to his grandmother in spito of 
the fact that it contained receipts and 
other papers bearing Mr. Melcher's 


ame. 
There wero 75 cents in the pocket 


book when it was stolen bnt Moore 
had but 10 cents left. 
Ho had in- 


vested in a cocoauut and a French 
uarp and had divided the money with 
some companions. The boy is now 
locked up iu the city prison. 


Willie Moore is u very bad boy and 


makes a great deal of trouble for the 
police. 
Although not more than 10 


or 12 years old he has developed into 


pickpocket. 
He has served seu- 


tences in jail several times but on 
account of his youtht'uluess considera- 
tion has been shown him and he has 
many times promised to behave better. 
For his last offense he will probably 
>e given a severe punishment as he 
seems to he hopelessly beyoud reforma- 
tion as loug us hu is at large. 
One 


peculiar trick about the boy is that 
whenever hu commits a crime he geu- 
eally loafs arouud the court house 
where he is most likely to be fouuJ 
by the police.

WINTER WASHING. 


Some Polnti About the Work Uhich 


\VlllOe of Value to Uou»e- 


wlvea. 


\Vashing, which is usually the heavi- 


est "work of the household, is especially 
heavy and difficult to manage in win- 
ter. Where there is a place to dry the 
clothes in tie house, as there often is 
to-day in well-built houses, the trouble 
of drying the clothes is materially miti- 
gated. 
The old-fashioned idea that 


freezing clothes improved them is not 
so often heard of now as it once was. 
Cotton goods are not materially in- 
jured by being handled while frozen, 
but linen and woolen goods are cracked 
and the fibers are stretched by being 
folded or handled while frozen, or by 
whipping about on the line. It is safer 
and better to dry linen and woolen 
clothes indoors in winter. Uusually 
cotton goods must be finally dried in- 
doors in winter by some means, and it 
ia very inconvenient, where there is no 
large room which can be used for this 
purpose. Where the kitchen is large 
and somewhat, apart from the main 
living, rooms of the house clothes can 
be dried there at night from lines ar- 
ranged for the purpose. 
It is n dan- 


gerous thing on account of the health 
of the household to use this room as a 
drying-room 
during 
the 
daytime, 


though it is of ten done. It should only 
be used in this way when it can be shut 
up at night and is apart from the vicin- 
ity of the sleeping-rooms, so that by no 
accident can the dampness that arises 
penterate to them. 


The drying of clothes is one of the 


most serious questions of washing day 
in winter. Next to this, or more im- 
portant where there is an irregular 
supply of water for washing, is the 
cjuestion of the water. It is sometimes 
difficult to get soft water in winter. In 
such a case a little soda, ammonia or 
borax must be used to soften the water. 
The prejudice against chemicals is giv- 
ing way, and the most careful house- 
keepers now use them with intelli- 
gence, so that they do notdo the least 
injury. .Where the water is muddy a 
little washing soda thoroughly dis- 
solved and stirred in the water will 
cause it to clear itself, the mud settling 
to the bottom. The clear water may 
then be dipped off. It requires almost 
twice as much soap to wash clothes in 
hard as in soft water.—K. Y. Tribune.

Tsaiah E. Lcighton, postmaster at 


West Pembroke, received orders from 
Washington' to transfer the mail service 
from the oki stage route to the new rail- 
road, and to get the exact distance be- 
tween the station and the office in or- 
der to determine "whether the govern- 
ment or the railroad company should 
carry the mail between those points.

Boomerang! are ot two kinds: re- 


turning, "Marndwullum wtmknn" in 
the native lingo, and non-returnia?, 
"TootgumJy wnnknn." The first is 
called invariably the Australian boom' 
erang, because it originated among' the 
natives of Australia, and u used al- 
most exclusively by them at the pres- 
ent day. 
Travelers assert that a na- 


tive will leave his home lathe, morning, 
armed only -with a couple of returning 
boomerangs, and trill come back at 
night carrying a large number of birds 
killed with these strange weapons. I 
have no concern here with the boom- 
erang that comes not back. This dif- 
fers little from an ordinary club, and is 
of no special interest. It is, however, 
preferred to tie other by the Australian 
aboriginal of to-day. "Marndwullum 
no good for fight," he will say, "if he no 
lilt 'im man, might come back, and hit 
you or friend beside you"—truly an un- 
desirable quality in the weapon ot of- 
fensel In further reference, however, 
to the "boomerang," it will be under- 
stood that the returning kind is meant. 
In. case some of my readers, may care to 
try a, little boomerang throwing on 
their own account, I give a- few hints 
as to the manufacture of these imple- 
ments. The tyro would do well to make 
them himself, as they are dear to buy, 
and many are broken before proficiency 
Is attained. Besides, the making of 
them is a. valuable lesson in their pe 
culiarities. 


The boomerang is formed of a bent 


stick, one side rounded, the otter flati 
The Australians make it from boughs 
of the Acacia pendula, or from tome 
tree of similar growth, giving to the 
green, wood the desired curvature In 
the fire. It is necessary to choose a 
very hard, strong and hca.vy wood, and 
the best plan is to cut a piece from a 
natural bend or root of a tree, and to 
let the curve of the boomerang follow 
the grain of the wood. One hardly ever 
sees two boomerangs of the same shape, 
for they vary from a slight curve to 
nearly a right angle. They differ also 
in length from 15 inches to 3% feet, and 
in breadih from two inches to three 
inches. They should be about three- 
eighths of an inch thick, tafiering to- 
ward the ends, which may be either 
round or pointed, while the edge must 
be sharpened all round. One side must 
be convex, the other flat, the sharpness 
of the edge along the convexity of the 
eurbe varj ing in different boomerangs. 
When thrown, the boomerang travels 
forward for some distance, and then 
generally returns in the ellipse to with- 
a few paces of the thrower. 
If the 


boomerang strikes its mark it falls to 
the ground. In throwing, it must be 
grasped at one end, stretched back be- 
hind the shoulder, and then brought 
rapidly forward above the head, the 
inside of the cune facing the direc- 
tion in which it is thrown. 
It may 


either be hurled upward into the air, 
or downward, so as to strike the ground 
at some distance from the thrower. In 
the first case it flies with a rotary mo- 
tion, as its shape would indicate, and 
after ascending to a great height, it 
suddenly returns in an elliptical orbit 
to a spot near its starting point. When 
thrown downward to the ground it re- 
bounds in a straight line, pursuing a 
richochcting motion until it strikes ta« 
object at which it is cast. 


To throw the Australian boomerang 


in such a way as to make sure of its 
doing exactly what one wants is one 
of the most difficult feats in the world 
Alfred W. Honitt, who has seen the na- 
tives of Victoria practicing with the 
boomerang, mentioned that he ques- 
tioned some blacks astowhether thej 
thought it was possible 1o throw i 
so as to insure its letuining to the 
hand of the thrower. Seven said "no," 
nnd characterized the statement as 
"jet bollan," i. «., a falsehood; th« 
eighth said he once made a. boomerang 
<hat when thrown in a calm daj witl 
great care would gjrate round an< 
round until it descended to the ground 
not far from him, moving as slowly as 
a leal falling from a tree; and thai 
he once ran forward and near]} caugh 
it. 
He said also "no kurni (black fel 


low) can catch a wunUun \\hen he flj 
ing—he would cut his hand open." The 
throwing of the Jboomeranghasalnujs 
been carried on in the open air, and no 
Australian nathe has ever attempted 
to use them in a buildingj—Pearson's 
Magazine.
